York; Tell How They 
Santf to Keep Courage

S EW YORK J an ‘24.--W hy the 
luxurious British airliner Cavalier 
crashed at sea

they sang and shouted to keep their 
courage alive until their rescue. 
They told th story of an 11-hour 
crdeaf spent c.ingmg to life belts 
m the Atlantic wastes—a chronicle 
of ga lantrv with both comic and 
tragic overtones—after receiving a 
hero's welcome on their arrival lato 
yesterday. 
The ie-crusted tanker Esso Bay- 
town, which saved them from death 
Saturday night after the world had 
all but given them up for dead, was 
surrounded by whistling tugs as it 
plowd up the choppy channel. 
Planes Dip in Salute 
Airp^ne* dipped in salute in the 
frosty sky, and a crowd of 2.0D0 
cheering persons waited at the pier. 
Of the five men and five women 
survivors only the widows of two of 
the victims Mrs. Donald Miller of 
Lincoln. Nob., and Mrs. J ohn Gor­ 
don Noakes of New York—showed 
evidence of strain.
